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"Capltaliit Sales Methods" Praised 

Time recently ran an article on Russia, in which 
3t 'pointed out. that the current slogan there Is "Bring 
on the Consumer Goods." -The Russian people have 
leen officially promised that within the next few 
years there will be great increases In the production 
cf all kinds of merchandise, Including refrigerators, 
vacuum cleaners, TV sets, and so on. 

Time also quoted a statement by Deputy Premier 
Mikoyan, in which he actually said that communism 
could learn . from "capitalist sales methods." To 
quote him directly, "It should be kept in view that 
^nder competitive conditions . . . bourgeois countries 
[have created good models of trade organization . . . . 
cultured means of serving customers. It Is Impos- 
sible not to condemn those comrades who Ignore for- 
eign experience." 

From that, it might be assumed that someone with 
influence in the Kremlin has >ad some experience 
-with American retailing;., which is a perfect example 
*>f "capitalist sales 'methods" under competitive condl- 
ttions. The American retail store, big or little, chain 
or independent, gives the people the goods they want, 
the kind of service they demand, and charges prices 
"which are in line with those of the competition or it 
soon goes out of business. In dictatorships, on the 
•other hand, the people get what the bosses want them 
to have — often in minimum quantity and quality, and 
at maximum cost. It will be a considerable irony if the 
newly announced Soviet consumer policy means that 
'the influence of American stores will be felt In the 
.drab shops of Moscow.

i Your Beef Steak 

The meat packers have been selling dressed 
"beef at wholesale for less money than they paid for 
the live animal on the hoof. 

Here's are way It has been working. As of mid- 
•October, the average price of choice grade steers at 
■the big and typical Chicago market was 25.8 cents a 
IJound, which meant that the packers paid $258 for a 
1,000 pound steer of this grade. Such a steer yielded 
'590 pounds of choice grade dressed beef, the kind of 
-.meat desired by consumers. It was sold to retailers 
-at an average of .41 cents a pound, or a total of $241.90 
— $16.10 less than was paid for the live animal. 

How was Ihis apparent dead loss made up? The 
-answer is that the packer sells by-products which 
would be of no use to the consumer of beef — hides, 
fats, etc. And the money he gels for these helps off- 
set many of his dressing, handling and selling ex- 
penses, 

The situation on the retail level is also interest- 
ing. From the 500 pounds of choice grade beef he 
bought for $251.90 the butcher gets about 450 pounds 
•or? retail cuts which 'he can sell for $291.40", the re- 
jnainder being. accounted for by natural shrinkage, 
trimming, bone and. other waste. And that- retail 



markup must cover, at today's prices, labor, rents, 
depreciation, and all other overhead expenses, to say 
nothing; of some profit for the store. 

In the light of such facts as these, the argument 
that the spread between 'the wholesale price of beef 
on the hoof and' the price charged for' cuts in the 
butcher shop'ls excessive, falls to the ground.

The Value- of Stocks 

How good nn Investment are common stocks? 

No one can answer that question with finality, 
of course, for the value of stocks, like .that of land and 
other kinds of property, sometimes goes up and some- 
times goes down.' But an objective two-year study 
just completed by the University of Michigan has pro- 
duced some facts of outstanding Interest. i 

The Michigan educators conducted their study In 
this, fashion. They selected every stock— good, bad or 
indifferent— which had a turnover of 1,000,000 shares 
or more in 1938. Then they theoretically invested 
$1,000 in each of these stocks, which numbered 02, on 
January 15th of each year beginning in 1937. The 
total invested was $1,288,000, And the value of the 
portfolio on January 1$, 1950, was $3,028,855. The 
dividends were also reinvested to produce this total. 

Professors Elteman and Smith, who made ! the 
study,. concluded their report in these words: "If you 
were to invest a fixed sum of money every year tor 
a period of years in a cross-section of common stocks, 
and if you' reinvested all dividends, the return "'you 
could expect would be the equivalent of 12.2 per cent 
compound interest on your money." 

Naturally, no one can say this would always hap- 
pen — future experience might be better and It might 
be worse in the case of these 92 stocks or any other 
group. But the Michigan study indicates one of !the 
reasons why more and more people of average means 
have been investing a portion of their savings in 
stocks, and have been well satisfied with the results.
